London, Oot. 14 —A Constantinople des- 
patch to the Times says : " Tho Sultan ae- 
OBpts tho reduced Bchemo of reforms in 
prinoiple, bub deolincs to promulgate it 
forthwith booauso such aooeptanco would 
look liko noting undor pressure. If he per- 
sists in this polioy tho storm will certainly 
gather again and will broak. 

Tho resolution of tho Marquia of Salis- 
bury to secure the adoption of the roforms 
proposed by tho powers, and to use coercive 
m'easuroB if necesBary, is causing tho Sultan 
great uneasiness. 

The venerable Right Rev. Dr. Duruford, 
blBhop of ChiohoBter, died at BibIo, Swit- 
zerland, suddenly to-day, aged 93 Bishop 
Durnford was born in 1802, waa educated at 
Magdalon oollego, Oxford, and married iu 
1840 Emma, daughter of the late Rev. John 
Koato, head master of Eton and Canon of 
Windsor. 

Ferdinand Meyer, a rotlred general of the 
German army, oommitted suiolda on tho 
Thames embankment lasb evening by taking 
pruesio acid. Ho had become reducod to 
beggary through the failure of Jabez Bal 
four's Liberator Building & Trust Com. 
pany, la which all his money wbb invested 
BuBiness is at a standstill in the Scotch 
steel and kindred tradeB, owing to the un 
oertainty of the market, II the shipbuilding 
strike sproade, the Clyde stool works will 
have to roduco their production. 

General Beinaime telegrapha to day via 
Port Louis, Island of Mauritius, that the 
Fronoh captured tho Hova outworks ab 
Tarafatra on tho night of Ootober 5 without 
any loss, in spite of tho faob that the Hovaa 
made a warm defenoo. He adds that on 
Ootober the news of the capture of An- 
tananarivo was roceived, and thereupon ho 
summoned the Hova general commanding 
the main position ab Tarafatra bo surrender, 
which waa done after forty-eight hours of 
nogotiationB. Le Temps publishes a tele- 
gram which says that Antananarivo waa de- 
fended by 15,000 Hovaa, of whom 7,000 
woro armed with rifles and that they had a 
number of oannon. 

The Governor-General of Alsace Lorraine, 
Prince Hohenloho Langeburg, has received 
tho following telegram from Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany regarding the murder 
of Heinrloh Sohwartz, a wealthy mill owner 
of Melhauaen, who waa stabbed to death by 
an Ahiatian aplnner named Andreas Meyer, 
who afterwards committed auloide by shoot- 
ing hlmsolf through the head with a revolv- 
er : '• I have just learned of the atrocious 
murder of Herr Schwartz, the manufacturer 
of Melhauaen, and I beg your highness to 
expresB my sincere oondolenoe with the un- 
happy widow in my name and In that of tho 
Empress. This makes one more viotim of 
the revolutionary agitation kindled by the 
socialists. Would that our people would 
arouae themaelvea to combat lb." 

Sir Algernon Boerthwick, Barb., member 
of parliament for South Kensington, pro- 
prietor of the Morning Post and preaidont 
of tho nowspaper press fund, a Conservative; 
the Right Hon. Baron Henry do WorciB, 
member of parliament for the Eaab Toxteth 
division of Liverpool, formerly under aoo- 
retary of state for the colonies, Conserva- 
tive; end Hon. Horace Curzon Plunkott, 
membor of parliament for the South division 
of Dublin county, Conservative, have been 
raisod to tho peerage. 

Adelina Patti sang ab a concert at New- 
castlo to-night. Sho has entirely rooovered 
from her recent attack of laryngeal catarrh. 

Admiral Borangor, Spanish minister of 
marine, has ordered strict inquiry to bo 
made into bho capture by Cuban insurgents 
at Aeorraboro bay, near Sautiago do Cuba, 
of a Spanish patrol boat and the disarming 
of a guard of marines on board her. The 
boat was commanded by a lieutenant of tho 
Spanish navy and had twelve marines on 
hoard. Her armamont consisted of a gat- 
ling gun. The insurgents euddenly boardod 
her and diearmed her orow. after which 
they took away hor gun, all her ammunition, 
stores, etc., as well as the arms of the mar- 
ines. Tho latter woro then liberated. Ac- 
cording to tho instructions of tho Spanish 
minister of marine the lieutenant who waa 
In command of the boat is to be aummarily 
punished if tho facts of tho oaeo are as re- 
ported. 

Tho Kolnlacho Zeitung to day publishes a 
deepatoh from a correspondent in Constan- 
tinople assorting that information has boon 
received that tho town of Zinbara, Arabia, 
in tho Poraiun gulf, had been bombarded by 
two BritiBh warships and had boon de- 
stroyed. Tho English government haB no 
news of any euoh bombardment and offi- 
oials bellovo that it refers to the eholling of 
Arab dhows off the town of Bahrio, iu tho 
middle of September. 

FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

Another Important Convention Signed, Bind- 
Ids Them in a Defcnsivo Alliance. 

Pauls, Oct. 14.— Le Gauloia asserts that 
Prince Lobanoff Rostovaky, Russian minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, while in Paris re- 
cently signed another convention botwoon 
Franco and Russia, pledging Russia to inter- 
vene foroibly against othor powora than 
those oomposiug the Dreibund in tho evont 
of an attack by thorn on Franco. As Russia 
was at. the time piodged to a Franco-RuBBian 
alliance, as against tho Droibund, tho present 
agreoment, if it haB been affected, binds 
Ruaeia to aoaiat Franco againat any attack- 
ing powor whatever.

THE INVENTOR OF MELINITE 

Summoned to Constantinople by the Porte— 
Defence of the Eosphorus and 
Dardanelles. 

Paris, Oot. 14.— Le Figaro to-day an- 
nounoea that Turpin, the Inventor of melin. 
Ito, and whoae recenb claim that he had in- 
vented a number of deadly Instrumenta of 
war caused for the time quite a sonaa- 
bion in military oiroloa, haa been summoned 
to Constantinople on behalf of the Turkish 
government, whioh proposoa to utilize cer- 
tain of bla inventions for the defence of the 
BoaphoruB and Dardanelles. Mr. Turpin 
ha8 boon muoh ridiculed on account of hiB 
recent eccentrlo behaviour and extravagant 
claims made for hia inventions. Early in 
1894 he caused a ropcrl to bo oiroulated 
that ho had inventod somo extraordinary 
death dealing maohino, and allowed the im- 
proeaion to prevail that he had Bold the 
most deadly secrot to tho German govern- 
ment. Then tho roporb oamo out that 
he had sold this important secreb to 
tho British govornmonb, and finally lb was 
intimatod that tho Belgian government had 
purohaaed it. In any case Turpin is said to 
havo been visited at BruBsols by the emis- 
aarlea of the Frenoh war office. 

General Moroler, tho then minister of 
war, in the chambor of deputies denounoed 
Turpin aa a traitor, scoundrel and Bwindler, 
who waa trying to entrap capitalists under 
false pretences. More bhan one depuby 
cried oub that the Inventor deaerved to bo 
killed aa an enemy of his country. But 
aomo of the Parialan newapapera took the 
part of Turpin, olaiming that he had been 
badly treated by the war department and 
thab the latter waa to blame if he sold tho 
Ihventiona to foreign countries. Turpin, 
together with a msn named Trlpone, had 
previously served a term in prison as tho re- 
sult of tho exposure of what were known in 
1892 and 1893 as "Melinite scandalB," 
thoy having sold, It waa alleged, 
certain important aeoreta in re 
the manufacture of exploaives to 
tho Armatrong Gun Co., of England. Tur- 
pin's latest invention is said to be the appli- 
cation to cannon of the principle of the 
Frenoh rapid firing gun known aa tho mit- 
railleuse, with an absolutely automatio load- 
ing apparatus. He waa quoted aa Baying : 
The gunner la done away with and liquefied 
gaa or other explosive ia at onoe my motor 
and ammunition. Tho only quoatlon ia one 
of machinery, but the trouble Is with the 
euppllea. To take my weapon into action I 
want an immense quantity of ammunition, 
that Is why I need ■ a steamer or train to 
carry lb all ab once. Another invention at- 
tributed to Turpin waa a shell which, after 
exploding in the ranks of the enemy, would 
give forth Buoh a horrible amell and smoke 
that confusion was anro to follow.

THE STOKES MURDER. 

Captain Lothaire the Whole Court by Which 
a British African Trader Waa Sen- 
tenced to Be Hanged. 

London, Oct. 14.— Tho Pall Mall Gazette 
thia afternoon publishes an interview with 
Dr. Mtchaud, a BeTglan offioial, who Ib said 
to have been the only witness of the trial 
and exeoution of Stokea, the Engllah trader. 
Dr, Miohaud ia quoted as aaying that on 
January 15 of the present year, Stokes was 
brought before an alleged court martial. 
Captain Lothaire composed tho entire court, 
he and tho dootor being the only whitea 
present. The only witnoBaea were a few 
ArabB who stated they bad purchased riflea 
from Stokes. The trial lasted between one 
and two hours, after which Lothaire an- 
nounced thab Stokes was sentenced to death 
and that ho would be executed the follow- 
ing day. 

Continuing, Dr. Miohaud is quoted, say- 
ing : "All my intercessions were futile. 
Lothaire refused to grant even a few dayB* 
roprieve. At fivo o'clock the next morning 
a servant called and informed me that 
Stokea waa dead. I roeo hurriedly, think- 
ing Stokea had boon strickon with apoplexy 
or had poisoned himsolf, I waa atartled to 
find a gallows and a nowly made grave. 
Stokea had been executed and buried while 
I slept. Ab to hio guilb or otherwise, I 
must bo silent.' 1 



WINNIPEG! WIRINGS. 

Burned to Death by Prairie Fires-Drowning 
Accident— Arrest of a Supposed 
Incendiary. 

Winnipeg, Oot. 14. — (Spoolal) — The 
damage by prairie fires In the Winnipeg die- 
brlob on Saburday waa vory greub. Four 
poople were caught in tho Samoa. Their 
namoa aro Thomas Honan, section foreman ; 
Edward Lukyn, laborer, and two brothers 
named St. Germain. Many narrow cacapns 
aro reported. In several instances the 
farmers lost all their oropB and buildinga ; 
tho fire awopb over the prairie In a perfeot 
cyclone of flame. 

A drowning accident ooourrod ab Rook 
lake, aboub ten mlloa from Clearwater, last 
ovonlng, in whioh young W. E. C. Carter, 
son of William Carter, oommiaalon merohant, 
Toronto, losb hia life. Ho and a young man 
who waa working for Carter wore out in a 
boat, and when within aixty yarda from the 
shore the boat founderod, Cartor, not be- 
ing able to swim, waa drowned. The othor 
manreaohed tho shore and summoned help. 
Carter's body haB not yob been rooovered. 

For several weeks past Roglna baB suffer- 
ed severely by lnoendiary firoa. Auothor 
ocourred on Saturday night and was follow- 
ed yesterday by tho arrest of William Cur- 
ran, who has ohargo of the Dominion Publio 
Works offioo.

The following named artlolos when bho 
produce or manufacture of Now Zealand 
and Imported direct therefrom into Canada, 
and when the produce or manufacture of 
Canada and imported direct therofrom into 
New Zealand, to be admitted in both cases 
free of oustomB duties, viz.: 

1 — Animals (live) excepting hogs ; 2— 
Frozen or fresh meats ; 3 — Baoon and hama ; 
4-Fiah ; 5-Hldea ; 6— Milk (condenaod or 
preaorved) ; 7— Wool and manufaoturea, 
composed wholly or in part, thoreof, viz ; 
blankets, flannele, tweeds and ruga ; 8 — 
Flax (phormlum) ; 9— Barley ; 10— Oita ; 
11 — Wheot and wheat flour: 12 — SoedB ; 
13 — Coal ; 14 — Kerosene oil (petroleum) ; 
15 — Safes; 16— OrganB and pianoforteB ; 
17 — Tallow ; 18 — Lumber and timber, 
planks, boards, and dimension stuffs, rough 
or manufactured; including doors, Bashes, 
and blinds ; 19 — Binder twine. 

The following artioleB when Imported un- 
der like conditions and in like manner to 
receive in both countrlea preferential tariff 
treatment aa follows, viz : — 

1. Agricultural implements, inoluding 
also axea, hatohete, scythes, forks, rakes, 
hoea, ahovela, and spades, If made dutiable 
under the New Zealand general tariff, to be 
free.

GRANITE CREEK. 

(From tho Inland Sentinel.) 

Mails are carried weekly from Coutloe, 
under the new contraot rooently awarded to 
Wm. Smith, and the improvod facilities are 
muoh appreciated. Mr. Smith leaves Cout- 
loe on Fridays. 

Mr. Waterman's couipany, known aa tha 
Gold Point Mining company, about four 
miles from Granite Crook, has ceased vork, 
but the pipe Is in order for washing in the 
spring. About $350 wao taken oat for seven 
or eight nours actual running. 

Tho trail from Thynne's to Otter flat has 
been widened this summer, and tho wagon 
road from Nioola lake to Thynno'e improv- 
od. Aa soon as these mines ' have the ap- 
pearance of working steadily it Is under- 
stood to be the intention of the government 
to extend tho wagon roads. 

The TuUmeen Hydraulic Mining Com- 
pany, of which W. L. Hogg is manager, la 
washing with a aeven-inoh pipe and inch 
nozzle, prospooblng a bank, which is known 
to be rich. About §100 has been taken out 
so far. Water oan bo got from a crook 
about a mile distant, whloh would give 800 
inches for moat of the year. 

Cecil Smith and R. Campboll Johnson, of 
Vanoouver, were in and took up land on 
Slate oreek, but so far nothing has boon 
dono by them. The organization is known 
as the Otter Fiat Mining Company. 

The SteVonson Gold* and Platinum Hy- 
draulic Mining Company is getting along 
well. About a mile of flame is built, while 
tha grading and treatlo work b about half a 
mile farther ahead. Tho company purposes 
bringing in tho tirat north fork of Granite 
croek, and this will givo about 1,000 Indies of 
water. Whon Mr. Hunter loft Indians had 
boon aont to pack tho pipe to tho grounds. 
This compmy has boon reorganized undor 
Dominion charter, with tho name of Granite 
Creek Gold and Platinum Hydraulic Co, , 
Ltd., and tho affairs will soon ba nominally 
transferred. Washing ia oxpeotod to start 
In tho spring. 

Hugh Huntor, provincial asaosaor, saya 
that the revenue from Granito Creek divi- 
sion will this yoar show a largo Increase 
ovor last yoar, owing to the number who 
have gone in to work on mines, as well 
as from leases. The hydraulic com- 
panies are all pushing work forward, The 
Anglo-American Company, Capt. Soott's, 
are washing with two monitors, and have a 
supply of about 2,500 inohos.of water. For 
abaut a week they havo been laying flumeB 
for tho ground Bluices, and ovorything lookB 
favorable for good returns next year, 
though some gold will be obtained before 
work muat be suspended. Tho company's 
proporty la on the south fork of the Slmilk- 
ameon, ubout nine miles from Princeton.

Mr. Humphrey and J. Mclntyro, who 
have spent a fortnight proapoctlng near 
Ksimioops, havo located two olainiB. This 
week was spent near Lao le Boia, whore a 
strong vein 22 feet in width was located.

The Prosecution Expect on the Prisoner's 
Own Statements to Destroy the Entire 
Fabric of the Defence. 

San Fhanoisco, Ojb. 14 —An impreaiiion 
exists here among those who have watched 
•ho trial olosoly that there le something to 
come which will perhaps have more effect 
oa the minds of the jurymen as regards the 
gnllt or innocenco of the defendant than 
anything that has gone before. This opinion 
1b based on the confidence with which Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes put the aeries of start- 
ling questions to the defendant relating to 
kU conversation with the newspaper reporter 
Miss Cunningham at the county jail within 
the pasb woek, and also touching on the ad 
dreiB and Indorsement of the mysterious 
envelope which may or may not have con- 
tained a oonfcBBion. The prosecution's wit 
nessea will seek to show that Durraab made 
admissions which doatroy the wholo fabric 
of the defonce. These alleged admisaionB 
are takon by the prosecution as coming from 
the ono person on earth who knews all that 
occurred beneath the belfry of Emunuel 
church on tho afternoon of April 3 

The record of what passed at the jail be- 
tween Miss Cunningham and Ducrunt will 
thus be told by the prosecution, which ia in 
possession of (be full faotB. On tho evening 
of Sopteinbor 22, Misa Cunningham visitod 
Durnnb at tho county jail. During the 
couteo of their conversation Durranb showed 
her a email ocvolopo whlah bore tho follow- 
ing address and indorsement : " MeearB. 
Dickinson and Deuprey, to bo opened iu cieo 
I am convicted, and to bo returned to mo in 
ease I am acquittod." Durranb told tho 
young lady thao tho anvolope cocUined a 
complete ura! i merit of all that had ocourrcd 
in Emanuel tiaptist church on the afternoon 
of April 3 Ho Baid that it had been written 
in order chut his attorneys might know tho 
facts in om(\ of bis being convicted of tho 
murder of lilanche Lamonb. On the fol- 
lowing evening, September 23, Mies Cun- 
ningham again visited Durranb at the 
county jail and was then shown a large 
envelope addressed like the other smaller 
ono. Durranb told her that the oontents of 
the other envelope had been jammed up, 
and ho had transferred tho written state- 
ment to the large envelope. 

On the morning of Octobers Mias Cun- 
ningham held another conversation with 
DurranD at tho county jail, during the course 
of whiob, in answer to questions asked him 
by the young lady, ho said that at about 5 
o'olock on the afternoon of April 3 he 
ascended the spaoe between the ceiling and 
roof of Emanuel Baptist ohuroh for the pur- 
pose of fixing one of the sun burners. While 
at woik he heard a noiBe which attraoted 
hie attention ; it aeemed to come from a part 
of the building whero tho belfry is 
situated. Ho walked along in the 
direction from which the sound came and 
peered through the opening that conneots 
the spaoe above the ceiling with tho in- 
terior of the belfry tower. While in this 
position he saw the body of Blanche Lamout 
lying on tho eeoond landing of the belfry 
stairs. Mise Cunningham then Bald : "Ob, 
yes ; it was fiom the sooond landing of the 
stairs that) blood dripped down and atuined 
the sloth over the picture frame on the door 
below." Durranb replied there was no blood 
on the cover of the picture frame us the 
stains hud been analysed and it waa found 
that they were made by water and not by 
blood. 

An official inspection was made of the 
cloth over the pioture, which revealed the 
faot bhab a piece of the oiolh had been out 
from the frame in the centre of the largest 
blotch or stain. This was not done by any- 
body connected with the prosecution, and 
theinferenoe is that it was done by someone 
Interested in the defence and that ib was 
for bhe purpose indicated by Durrant's al- 
leged statement regarding an analysis.

British Columbia during the name period 
had 15 failureB with §241,677 assets and 
§224,776 liabilities. Of these one was u 
manufacturing conoern with §2,000 liabil- 
ities and assote of the sumo amount, while 
there were 14 trading failures with assets 
§269,677 and liabilities §252,776. Only one 
banking concorn became Insolvent during 
the quarter. It waa In Ontario ; its liabil- 
ities were §20,000 with assetB of §10,000. 
In tho whole of Canada tho inaolvont trading 
concerns of tho quarter numbored 325 with 
ussotB §1,197,737 and liabilities §1,973,938, 
and 105 manufacturing establishments with 
asBeta 51,014,191 and liabilities §1,391,280.

To THE Editor: — The past two Issues of 
the Broad street weakling have contained 
vioious abtaokson the LUIooet-Fraaer-River 
Cariboo Goldfields Co., recently formed in 
England through tho agency of Mr. F. Barn- 
ard, M. P. Every effort Is made to throw 
doubb on the bona fides of tho enterprise 
Tho impression oonveyed to the reader is 
that tho objeota of tho company aro littlo re- 
moved from swindling.

He aeleoted Yale-Cariboo, and 
has elnoe intermittently sought to gain credit 
and acqnalntance with its olootore. He is 
not certain about his political faith, bub Ib 
willing to be sacrificed in bhe Liberal in- 
terests. 

Bub whab can the electors of Yale-Cariboo-

THE WORLD'S SUPPLY OF GOLD. 

It has been said with a great doal of oonfi 
denoo that one of the causes of thehard timoB 
from which every civilized nation in the 
world has to a greater or less oxtent of late 
years suffered, is the appreciation of gold 
Gold, a certain sohool of economists main 
tain, has become so scarce in proportion to 
the demand for lb that the prices of com 
modifies have become ruinously low. E!a 
borate statistics have been colleoted and 
compiled to show that an ounce of gold can 
in theso days purohase more of the products 
of men's labor than it could some two or 
three score years ago. The low- 
noas of prices, it Is argued, 
proves beyond controversy that gold 
hia appreciated. Gold is In many 
countries the only standard of value, and 
consequently prices rise and fall as the value 
of gold rises and falls. 

We are not just now concerned about the 
soundness or the unsoundness of this theory. 
Assuming that it is to a certain extent true, 
it will follow that the more abundant gold 
becomes the less a given quantity of it, Bay 
an ounce, will buy. This is another way of 
saying that when gold becomes abundant 
prioes will rise. The more gold there is and 
the easier it Is to get lb the higher prices of 
commodities will become. Some of our 
readers may remember that when the 
mines of California and Australia were in- 
creasing the world's supply of gold at a rate 
up to that time unprecedented, quite a sum- 
bar of thinking men feared that if the flow 
of gold did not caaBO or lessen to a consider- 
able extent gold would lose its oharaotor 
as a procioua metal. After a while, they 
said, an ounoo of gold would have no greater 
purchasing power than an ounoo of silver. 

Well, admitting that this theory is sound 
and that the prices of commodities of all 
kinds almost entirely depend on the appre- 
ciation or the depredation of gold, ib is worth 
while inquiring whether there is any likeli- 
hood of gold appreciating to such an oxtent 
that prices will bBoome oven lower than 
they are at present. 

Those whose attention have been diroctod 
to this Bubjeot toll ua that for the last ten 
years the annual supply of gold has been in- 
creasing. Between the yoara 1800 and 1885 
the world's annual output of gold had do- 
uroasod from §141,000,000 to §98,000,000. 
Since 1885 the annual product of tho yellow 
metal has boon going up and up, until this 
yoar it is OBtimatod to roach §200,000,000. 
Tho following tablo givoa tho w rld's annual 
output of gold since 1851 :

Several countries have contributed to tho 
increase, as ia shown by the following state- 
ment : 

The average annual product for tho five 
yoara ending in 1885, compared with tho 
produot of 1894, is as follows for tbo various 
countries : In Australia lb roaofrom 1,380,- 
000 ounceB to 1,883,000 ouncoB ; in tho Uni- 
ted States, 1,550,000 ounoos to 2,080,000 
ounoes ; in Russia, from 1,150,000 ounoos to 
1,354,000 ounces ; in South Afrioa, from an 
insignificant amount to 1,837,000 ouncoe, 
and in other oountrlos from 834,000 ounces 
io 1,005,000 ounces. It will bo seen, there 
fore, that tho increasod product of gold is 
by no means oonfinod to the new 
mines of South Afrioa. Ib is duo in 
pirt to tho improvement in processes 
of mining, including bbe reduction of ores, 
and in parb to bhe increased moans of trans- 
portation, giving cheaper accosa to and 
carrlago from gold Golds alroady known. 
The influence fchue exerted may be expeoted 
to oontinue, whilo thoro ia reasonable ground 
to look alBo for stoadlly advancing discover- 
ies on account of tho stimulus given to ex 
jloration and prospontlDg by rooent auocoas. 



As an example of whab expert , judges have 
been led to predict, we may olte the opinion 
of an English engineer of standing, Sir 
Ed^ar Vincent, that the Tranavaal alone 
contains §5,000,000,000 in gold, and may 
within twenty years yield at the rate of 
$100,000,000 a yoar. RuBsIan sxperts in- 
dulge in prediotions leos Imposing, but 
highly flittering, of tho yield to be goo from 
the Siberian mines when railway communi- 
cation shall open thorn up more completely, 
as will bo done in tho course of the next de- 
cade. 

If there ia any truth in these calculations 
and estimates those who believe that good 
priaes and prosperous times dopoml upon 
gold being kept down in value to a reason- 
able figure may make their minds easy. 
There is no fear of gold being appreciated to 
any extent so long as the supply of lb in- 
oreasea at tho rate predicted by experts. 
The probability is that prices will riao con- 
siderably all round. There ore so many con- 
ditions on which the prices of commodities 
depend that the most akilful of the exports 
do not venture to predicb what they will bo 
a few yoars henoe. Bub it must bo evident 
that if tho supply of gold continues to in- 
crease during the next twenty years as ib 
has in tho past twenby years, tho appreci- 
ation of gold will not be tho cause of serious 
business troublo in any part of the world. 

THE RUSH'S REPORT. 

From a report of the orulao of the Richard 
Rush In Bohring sea given to the San Fran- 
cisco (Jhroniole apparently by one of her offi- 
cers, ib appears that tho cuttor during tbo 
soaBon boarded " aoventy-oighb vessels. 
All the boata in this fleet," the Chroniolo 
says, " woro cruising after seal." The 
greater numbor of the Boventy-olght vessels 
must have sailed from American ports, for 
only thirty-two sealers cleared from tho 
port of Victoria for Bohring sea. 

Tho Rush made four seizures — three of 
them wore British vessels and one an Ameri- 
can. It is worth remarking that the Ameri- 
can veasel, the Loula Olson, was tho only 
one found seal hunting within the sixty mile 
limit. 

The Chroniole's account says : " The 
British aohooner Beatrice was seized because 
her log was not regular. Tho oaptain had 
neglected to write it up, and thoro was no 
way to toll where the veasel had been sail- 
ing or whab she had done. The law is plain 
on this point, and bhe Beatrice was promptly 
taken to Ounalaska and reported to Her Ma- 
jeaty'a ahip Pheasant. 

" Tho British aohooner Shelby waa found 
close in shore. Her captain olalmod he was 
engaged in bear hunting, bub it was thought 
queer that if that was tho case Bhe should 
be in the sealing grounds. She was also 
turned over to the British boat. 

" Tho schooner E. B. Marvin was seized 
because it was found on examining her 
ammunition that aho was short a number of 
shells which she had reported at Attn. No 
satisfactory explanation of the disappear- 
ance of these shells waa given. Tho Marvin 
being a British boat wenb as the others had 
gone." 

Thia aocnunb of tho Marvin's seizure does 
not altogether agree with bhe one given in 
Victoria. The " shells " on board tho 
Marvin when she was soized, we 
were told, bo far from being "short" 
were found to bo greater in numbor than 
were reported in Attu. The officer in Attu 
evidently made a mistake in the count and 
certified to fewer shells than ware on board 
the veesol. There ia nothing in tho Chron- 
icle's acoounb about overhauling the skins 
and about seizing the vessel beoauso there 
was a hole in one of them which appeaaed 
as if lb had been made by a bullet. 

The reader will observe that nono of the 
British vessels are reported as " poaching " 
— hunting within the sixty mile zone. In 
fact the offences of the British vessels, if 
they can be called offences, must havo ap- 
peared in the eyes of even Americans as 
very trivial indeed, and as in no way just! 
tying the denunciation of the BritiBh sealers 
as "poachers" and "pirateB" that ap 
poared from time to timo in the Amorican 
newspapers. The American soaler seoma to 
have been very indulgently troated by the 
Corwln. Tho Louie Olsen was lound seal- 
ing within tho sixty mile limit. No 
particulars are given, but hor oaptain'a 
oxcusoa wore evidently doomed euffioient 
ho waa lob off with a warning. "Two days 
later I lie Rush came along and found tho 
schooner ton miles within the line with a 
fair wind to gob out if she cared to." She 
was then seized, and an offioer of tho Rush 
put on board of her to take hor to a United 
StatoB port. Would a Britiah schooner, 
found by an Amorican cuttor within tho Bixty 
milo limit, havo been allowed a Bocond 
chance 1 



Virginia, Delaware, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia}, more accessible, 
more productive, and up to that time far 
exceeding in natural resources, bad come to 
have a population of 3,000,000. . . One 
hundred and twenty years have elapsed, 
and what baa been tho fate of each of these 
companies of people ? Tho three million of 
the United StateB pooplo have become 60,- 
000,000, tho InoreuBe being twenty fold. 
The 200,000 of Canadians, partly Frenoh 
and partly Eoglleh in origin, have become 
fivo million, the increase biting twenty-five 
fold. We have increased more rapidly in 
population; instead cf being Blow and un- 
progressive we have inoreaeed at a greater 
rato than our neighbors. 

Ther9 are few men in Canada more com- 
potonb or in a better position to make this 
comparison than Mr. Hague. He ia an un- 
usually able man. He ia woll acquainted 
with the affairs both of Canada and the 
United States and he has long been a high 
official of a largo banking institution and 
has consequently had opportunities of obser- 
vation enjoyed by but few of his Canadian 
contemporaries.

Japanese Consul Nosse Reviews aid 
Criticizes the Statenieuta of 
liev. Mr. AIa".kay. 

Reply of the Returning Missionary- 
He Hails Japanese Rnl.« With 
Satisfaction. 



In connection with the InterWenr with 
Rev. Mr. Mackay, whioh appeared in the 
Colonist a few days ago, Mr. NoBae, the 
Japanese oonaui for Canada, has made the 
following remarks : 

According to clauses 2 and 3, of at tide 2, 
of the Shlmonoseki treaty, tho island of 
Formosa and a group of. the Poacadora is- 
lands were to be formally ceded to Japan by 
China within two months after the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of May 8, both govern- 
nentB agreeing to dispatch special commis- 
sioners to tho island to arrange the oesaion 
of tho islands, China promising to with- 
draw all hor soldiers, including chose under 
Lieu, chief of tho Blaok Flags, from tho la- 
land baforo such cession takes place. But 
through the instigation of Chang Chih-Tung, 
the viceroy of Nankin, the leader of the 
anti-foreign party and strong supporter of 
anti-missionary leagues, Tong-Kin-Sin, the 
Chinese governor of Formosa, established a 
republican government on tho island, 
under tho protection of the Chi- 
nese government, and placed himself 
under tho control of the Vicorov, 
Chan, and Liu was appointed to tbo com- 
manderahip-in-chief of all the forcer, at the 
eame time retaining hla rank of Chinese 
mijor general, whioh was given to him some 
ten years ago. 

This burlesquo play on tho part of Chang 
Cbih-Tung entirely upset tho arrangement 
of both tho Japanese and Chinese commis 
sinners, whose idea was that tho island 
should have been ceded peacefully as will 
be seen from tho China Gazette. A number 
of Chinese officers were implicated in the 
Formosan intrigues. However the Japanese 
government with the belief of taking the 
Island without any bloodshed appointed 
Admiral Count Kabayama as " oivil " gover- 
nor of Formosa, who arrived at Tamsuf, tho 
northwest part of tho island, on the 28bh 
of May, but to his great disappointment 
found tho islanders, both residents and 
Hakkas, in arms against the Japanese. 
Not only were the Chinese soldiers not with- 
drawn as agreed upon by the Chinese gov- 
ernmeDt, bub they were also increased from 
the mainland — Canton and Fukin— b*ing 
well supplied with arms and ammunition. 
The stato of affairs on tho island was so 
alarming and dangerous that Li, the Chi 
neao commissioner, did not dare to land on 
the island and Governor Kabayama was 
obliged to negotiate upon tho cession with 
Li on board of a Japanese transport, the 
latter having declined to land for fear of 
being butchered by the Chinese soldiers. 
Although the formal cession was concluded, 
it was only nominal, the Chinese officers ar d 
soldiers stationed on the island having re 
fused to surrender the island to tho Japau 
ese. Governor Kabayama, with the in 
ton t ion of establishing the civil government 
u Boon as he landed on the island, was 
not accompanied with a largo force 
of troops, but only took with him one bri- 
gade of infantry, mainly for the purpose of 
garrisoning the island. Governor Kabaya 
ma met Li, thoChinese commissioner, on the 
2nd of June, and the formal oession waB ei 
fected on the 3rd. 

On the 3rd of June the Japanese Govern 
or issued a notification that tho island had 
been formally ceded to Japan and that the 
people on tho island, being considered equal 
to Japanese, the former would reoeive just 
and kind treatment by tho new ruler of the 
islacd. He ciuaed the notices to be posted 
up "hore and there"; thus things 
should have been settled without any blood 
shed if the Chinese officials had remained 
quiet ; if the Chief of the Black Flags had 
left the island quietly ; if they had not been 
instigated by the Chinese viceroys ; but, on 
the oontrary, the Japanese advance guard, 
neat Keelung,wasfirst attackod by the Chinese 
soldierB on May 30. That the Governor 
Kabayama, however, did his host by trying 
to treat the natives as leniently as possible, 
could be proved by the following notice, 
issued at Keelung on May 20 : 

" The proclamation is hereby issued to 
the natives of the Island of Formosa, that 
the Island oi Formosa and all the adjacent 
islands having been ceded to Japan by 
China, according to the treaty stipulations 
between tho Emperors of Japan and China, 
that the Islands will thus belong perpetually 
to tho Koiperor of Japan. The Governor 
upon hia arrival on tho island dispatched 
his civil officers to TamBui for the purpose of 
administering their civil duties. There 
they were most expectedly attacked by the 
Chinese soldiers stationed thero. Knowing 
that you natives of the island are not im 
plicated in the above affairs, would all bo 
treated with justice and clomenoy, and the 
properties belonging to the natives will 
not bo interfered with, and all the properties 
confiscated by tho Chinese government will 
be restored to their proper owners. The 
natives will be allowod to enjoy their right 
and liberty over their persons and proper 
ties, excepting that all the castles, fortresses, 
£,rm« and ammunition should bo taken pos 
session of by the Japanese government, 
You, the natives, shall follow your original 
professions or tradoB and are warned not to 
be implicated in tbo troubles. 
" By order, 

(Signed) " Jun Midzuno, 
" Direttor General of the Civil Administra- 
tion Board." 

These and other faots may well pro\ e 
that the Japanese never expected any oppo 
Bition from tho islanders and that tho former 
tried from tho vory beginning to treat tho 
natives with nil possible lonienoy and jus 
H«o. That idea, however, mot with ontire 
failure, simply through tho instigation of the 
Chincee vicoroyn j tho chief promoter being 
C/iang Chih Tung, loader of anti-foreigners. 
This is tho reason who tho JapanoBO ap- 
peared at first vory inactive in their move 
menb after landing on the Island, and of 
course they mot a sorics of reverses until tho 
Japaneeo government took a different course 
as to tho subjugation of tho island. 

I do not know how Rev. Mr. Mackay baa 
got hia report about the island when bo was 
himself absent over two yoarB, but certain 
papers tell a very amusing story about tho 
foreign missionaries who tried to "run 
away " from the island. They may proba- 
bly bo tho same gontlemen who supplied 
Rev. Mr. Mackay with tho roport as to the 
island. 

As Rev. Mr. Maokoy was to loavo for 
Japan yesterday, and it would othorwiso 
have boen impossible for him to say anything 
in explanation or reply, tho Bubjcct of Mr 
NoBselo statement wus communicated to 
him, this bolng his statement : 

(To tok Editor : — Regarding tho Japan 
ese consul's reforenco to tho statementa I 
made to your reporter, I mak«< tho following 
remarks : . '. 

1. I have no desire to speak " dispar 
agingly " of either the Chinese or Japanese 
people 

2. It is true I have not been in 
Formosa for two years, and could 



not speak from observation, and 
roally preferred not being interviewed. 

.'1 Furpign mieBimarits who tried to " run 
away " tiuin the island had no cr mxuulca- 
tion p ith mo. 

4 N .uvrs wrote mo at different ti'nea ; 
but, thuir letters wrru not at h»nd when 
your reporter presumed him lelf und I have 
not a copy of i he Colonist ,vith tn? inter- 
view 'n it iven now. 

5 I cun unJcnUud how mmy natives 
looked .-.t the m:-.ttpr even from the Consul's 
ma settlements. He says : "Thi> Japan- 
ese never expected aoy opposition f'nm the 
isliuderf," ere. Now I gathered fcom let- 
ters sent to me that tha Japanese acted as 
if fearing no opposition. Then interested 
anti-foreign Chinese circulated false and bad 
reports about the Japanese whioh the latter 
seemed to treat with indiffjrenca, tho 
result being thab the pooplo rose up 
in opposition. The Japanese then retaliated 

Now, thero are those who think that if 
the Japanese had taken immediate notice of 
bad reports and prepared for opposition 
their onemiea oould nob have gained suoh 
vantage gi oat. d, and the Japjneso wouldhave 
heen more quickly masters of tho nituitiou. 
However, I shall soon bo there a: d will be 
able to know more about the whole tffur. I 
assure you, Blr, it is truth I am after und no 
thing el80, ttDd, whatever was said, I did 
not wish in the slightest degree to rellooo on 
the Japancso as conquerors and now rulers 
of tho Island. Indeed, I hail them as mas- 
terB, believing that the old Chinese mandur- 
in corruption will be unknown iu beloved 
Formosa under Japaneeo i ule.

SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 

A Noted Marksnian Now Visiting In Victoria 
—Notes of Current Events. 

Robert MoVittie (G.C.), probably the 
most widely known ritieman in the Empire, 
is a visitor to Victoria, having arrived nn 
Sunday evening, after a oouple of days' 
stay In Vancouver. His home has for sev- 
eral years been in Toronto, but Mr. Ma. 
Vittie has long had an idea of removing 
with his family to the Pacifio Coast, and 
bis present visit is for the purpose of look- 
ing over the ground with that view. Hia 
occupation ia that of a carpenter and build- 
er, and his reputation is that of a master of 
his trade as well aB of hia pastime. His tar- 
cat praotico commenced at the time of the 
establishment of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, In 1860, and at the prize meeting of 
1862 he made his first appearance amongst 
the sharpshooters on Wimbledon common. 
Steadily progressing In dkill he 'in 1874 
found his name inscribed upon the roll of 
honor consisting of the hundred found 
qualified to fire in tho final Btage for the 
Queen's prize, and up to 1880 he had beou 
eight times in that great list. Up to that 
time, and when he left Scotland for Canada, 
shortly afterwards, no ptber marksman had 
so often aobieved that distinction, pod with 
the added opportunities of the intervening 
vears only one man, Parry, has surpassed 
that number, he having from 1877 to 1891 
beon nine times iu tho final hundred. Mr. 
McVittlo was a Private in the 1st Dumfrios 
when in the old country, ond amongst other 
honors he woo for tho corps was that of tho 
Gold CroBB for tho highest in tho Grand Ag 
gregate at Wimbledon — a prizo almost as 
difficult of attainment bb the Queen's. A 
little hand book ho has published, " HintJ 
and Advice on Rifle Shooting," has reaohed 
several editions, and is the bible of many 
riflemen in Canada and tho Mother Country. 
In Toronto ho joined tho Tenth Royal Grena- 
diers, as Armouror Sergeant, and for them 
he has dono great Borvioo. Ho has a am 
who now almost equals hia father as an ex 
pert ahot. Mr. MoVittio will go from hero 
to Nanaimo, leaving probably to-morrow 
morning.

ATROCITIES IN MADAGASCAR. 

Conduct of French Soldiery Said to Match 
That of the Unspeakable Turk. 

London, Oot. 14. — The Times haB private 
advices from Madagascar which opon to 
view disgraceful revelations regarding the 
conduot of the French troops. Up to this 
time the shameful seorots have baen kept 
fairly well, owing to a rigid censorship ex- 
ercised over all mail matter sent out of the 
French linos. All oommunicatiouB sent out 
by mail were opened and examined, just aa 
in Russia when the Nihilist conspiracy was 
on. Private soldiers woro not allowed to 
curry writing materials with them, and 
only half a dozen newspaper correspondents 
woro permitted to follow the operations of 
tho expedition, and they represented nowa- 
paporB who support tho ministry through 
thlok and thin. It waa for ovudiug tho 
postal censorship that ex-Unitod StatnB 
Consul Waller was sentenced to prison for '-'0 
years. 

The Turkish atrocities in Armenia are 
matahod by tho French atrocities in Mada- 
gascar, eays the Times. It is not likoly that 
the truth will ever bo known about this side 
of the French oonquest of Madagascar ; oven 
the French are Bhookod by the speotaclo of 
outrage and murder, but are restrained by 
patriotism from holding tboir nation up to 
Bhame. The excesses of tho Frenoh soIdlerB 
wore all tho more shameful becauBO they 
wore not tho aots of soldiers maddened by 
the fury of war. There Is no war In Mada- 
gascar, properly speaking. The Frenoh 
army enoounterod about as much opposition 
from the Hovas aB they would from a flock 
of sheep. The enemy fled whenever they 
appoared, and the number of Hovas killed 
and wounded haB been merely a quootion of 
how long before they could get into hiding. 
The Iomes inflicted by the Hovas have been 
Insignificant. 

The Frenoh threw themselves upon un- 
defended villages and towns, and pillaged 
and burned and violated. This is the story 
of the expedition as told by impartial ob- 
servers. Tho French are not acoused of 
torturing prisoners for the sake of tho plea- 
sure given by tho spectacle of suffering ; it 
was merely an incident of the indulgence of 
their p?wions, Thb worst offenders are 
said to be sailors and marines, though the 
Infantry is bad enough. The conduct which 
they are accused of toward the nativo 
women and children Ib described in two 
words', utter license ; but these wordB do 
not convey any idea of the barbarities ol 
the conquest that is described in unmen- 
tionable and almost Incredlblo details by 
perBons who claim to have been eye wit- 
nesses of it. 



FURTHER POSTPONEMENT. 

Probability That Durrant's Trial 'Will Be Put 
O r . Till Monday. 

San Francisco, Oct. 14.— The trial of 
Theodore Uurrant for the murder of Blanohe 
Limont did not go on this morning. So 
many nf tho jurors are business men, and 
thie being collection day, the court adjourn- 
ed until to-morrow. It is likely that the 
court will take a further adjournment to- 
morrow morning. Attorney Deuprey, the 
loading counsel for the defence, is confined 
to his bed with rheumatism, and hia asso- 
ciates will base this aa the reason for propos- 
ing a coutinuanoe forsoveral days. Although 
the court is known to be opposed to delays 
iu this trial, it is believed, however, that a 
continuance will be granted. It that caso 
the trial will not likely be resumed before 
next Monday. 

THE PITZBL MURDERS. 

Holmes Not Likely to Be Tried In Toronto— 
A Complete Chalu of Evidence 
Secured. 

Toronto, Oot. 14 —(Special) — Datoctivo 
Geyer, who has mado himself famous by 
hia work on the Holmes murdor caw, came 

into tho city tbiB aftbirnoon from Philadel- 
phia, to secure evidence that may be used 
against the priBonor at his trial for the 
murder of tho Pitzels. Ho will endeavor to 
securo the attendance of seven or eight wit- 
noasos from hero, among whom will be Mrs. 
Nudol and daughter, from whom HoIuiob 
rented tho homo In tho ooll&r of which tho 
skeletons of the murdonnil children were 
found ; Armbrust, the occupant of the 
houso ; Humphrey, the undertaker who dug 
up tho remains, and Borne of thoBe who Baiv 
Mrs. Pitzol and ohildren at tho Albion ho- 
tel. Ho does not think that Holmes will bo 
tried in Toronto as ho claims that ho haB 
oorrploto chain of ovidencB against him for 
tho 'murder of Pltzol.

Oakland Estate Is to Have a Side- 
walk on tue Lanstlowne 
Road.

The city conncll were favored at their 
meeting last night by the presence of a 
deputation of ladies from the Oakland dis- 
trict, who came in support of a petition 
which they had sent in asking for a sidewalk 
on LanBdowne road. Mre, Tlppins, MrB. 
Mewburn, Mrs. WoBt, Mrs. Loye, Mrs. 
Bosford, Mrs. Andernoch, Mrs. Manton, 
Mrs. Wilkinson, and Miss Wilkinson, repre- 
sented the petitioners. 

All the oouncil were present with the ex- 
ception of Aid. Williams. 

Tho question of fire hall vs. sidewalk in 
Oakland district uame up when a petition 
eigned by N. Sabin and 35 others waa road 
Buying th*t though a resolution had pusaed 
the council in favor of a fire hall, it hud not 
yot been erocted. The petition also favored 
Mr. CIarkc'3 property aa tho sito for the 
hall. 

ALD. MoLellAN would like to know why 
the fire hull had not already beon built since 
the council huB passed u resolution favoring 
its erection. He proceodtd to aet forth the 
importunco of North Wurd.aa bIi main roads 
through it give to tho people of the aurround- 
iug country access to the city, and main- 
tained that it was only the juat right of the 
ward to have both the fire hall and side- 
walk. 

Another petition from Oakland Estate 
property holders was read aBklng that the 
fire hall bo built on the Mowburn property 
as the moat suitable for the purpose. 

Still a third petition in favor of tho side- 
walk on Lansdowne road in the same dis- 
trict was read. 

Then came tho petition from the ladies of 
the district asking for the sidowalk on Lans- 
downo road and stating that this had been 
asked for last April, boforo the fire hall had 
baen thought of. It was sighed by Mrs. 
Tippins and 23 other ladies. 

Ald. Mac.miu.an moved that the ladies' 
petition be granted. 

Ald. Hall Btrongly advooated tho slde- 
walk. Ho did not live in tho North ward 
but he had been over the ground and fully 
:ecognized the necessity for the improve- 
ment. He addod that it struck him forolbly 
that a schoolbouae was needed there too, 
more than a fire hall, (Applause from the 
ladies) 

Ald. Wilson, referring to tho firo hall, 
remarked that the resolution in its favor 
had already passed the council, and ho 
understood that tho majority of people in 
the district wanted it. 

In answer to tho question whether there 
wtre funds for the purpose, Aid. Cameron 
stated that there waa no money in the fire 
wardens' department to build the hall, and 
if It were built the appropriation would 
have to come out of other funde. There 
was money to build the sidewalk, and he 
thought, as Mr. Mowburn had offered to 
give a Bhelter for a firo reel free, that the 
sidewalk wbb moro Important than building 
a fire hall. 

Ald. McLellan would like to see all 
parties happy, and this could bo brought 
about beat by building both sidewalk and 
firo hall, If there were funda. 

Tho prayer of the potition 'for the side- 
walk was favored by the oounoil, and Aid. 
Hall then moved that, if the fire wardens 
had not the funda ta build a firo ball, Mr. 
Mewburn's offer be excepted. 

ThiB after some opposition was carried, 
the Mayor giving his casting voto In its 
favor. 

The executive of the Local Council of Wo- 
men Bent in a reoommondation that Mrs. A. 
H. Scaife and Miss Cameron be appointed 
by the city as two of their rcproBontatives 
on tho Agricultural Association directorate. 
This waB laid over till tho election of tho 
city's representatives on the board. 

T. Lawrie wrote complaining that nothing 
had yet been dono regarding hiB former com- 
munications calling attention to a defective 
drain on Springfield avenue. Soveral of the 
children in that neighborhood were at pres- 
ent siok with scarlet fever. 

Ald. Humphrey remarked that the streets 
committee woro having the drains In that 
neighborhood cleaned out, and lie supposed

The communication waa referred to tho 
Btroete committee 

W. G. E-lon wrote charging that while 
the city was supposed to be bound by a nine 
houra rule, tho men woro working on tho 
waterworks improvements ten hours a day, 
and in town some city omployea were work- 
ing twelve hours. 

Ald. Bracg remarked that no doubt if 
men were working 10 hours a day they were 
being paid for overtime. He was unaware 
of any city workmen being required to do 
moro than nine houra' work. 

The letter waa filed. 

A draft of the proposed by-law arranging 
the assessment for the construction of tho 
branoh sowers was received frcm the city 
bacriator and referred to the city assessor. 

S. Field senb in a oommuuication stating 
that at a reoont meeting of tho health board 
Dr. Geo. H. Duncan, medioal health officer, 
had stated that he was defying his *u- 
thority and resisting the enforcementljof 
the sanitary lawa. Mr. Field said it was 
not the law but Dr. Duncan's "official 
tyranny " whloh ha resisted, and went on 
at length to claim that Dr. Duncan, because 
Mrs. Field would not conaent to Bend her 
child to the isolation hospital, had refused 
to accept Mr. Field's fumigation of the 
premiBos, though other pooplo woro allowed 
to do their own fumigating. Ho denmndod 
an investigation. 

Ald Partridge said the proceedings of 
the health board woro supposed to bo con- 
fidential and he waa surprised to have any 
of them mado public. The lotter should be 
reforred to tho Hoard of Health and an in- 
vestigation will bo granted. 

A petition for a aidowulkon Rupert stront 
was reforred to the streets committee to 
report. 

The Btreet committee in their report 
asked that MessrB. Pooley k Luxton bo 
asked for particulars of their claim for dam- 
ages to Mra. Piper who waB hurt on Oak 
Bay ave, 

The report was adopted. 

Ald. Macmillan wanted an expression 
of opinion aa to whother an eight foot sowor 
exoavation would be allowed instead of 
eleven feet, for 300 foet in length on Cor- 
morant street. The exoavation waB In rock 
and the difference in excavation would save 
a good sum of money if .he coanoil oonsid 
ered it wise to make the change. 

Ald. Partridge objected to scoring the 
lovels. The council wore not jompotent to 
judge on an engineering matter like that. 

The Mayor remarked thab tho question 
waa whother a Bower eight feet deep would 
give sufficient depth for tho basements, if 
Cormorant ever became a buslncBB Btroet. 

The majority of the counoil favored tho 
deep sower. 

Aid. Bragg's by law to amend the police 
magistrate and legal adviBors' by-law was 
road a fin.t time. 

The sanitary officer's and building inspec- 
tor's report declared unsanitary and con- 
demned the bIx buildinga dealt with in 
Aid. Macmillan's motions of last weok. 

Tho buildings were thereforo condemned 
by the council and ordered destroyed. 

Mr. Hutchoaon, city oleotrician, reported 
that he had considerable trouble with the 
electric lines boing broken by tho wind. 
The defect waa Inherent in .the method of 
lamp suspension, which left considerable 
slack wire for lowering the lamps for trim 
ming. Tho swinging of the wire caused the 
breakage referrod to. He recommended'as 
a remedy that a film cut-oat be placed at 
each light to automatically close tho wire 
past the break and to lessen the poaaibility 
of breakage, and that a flexible oonduotor 
replace solid conductors from time to time 
aa a break ocoura. The report also recom 
mended that trooa on Burnside road ob 
Btruotlng the lights be out down. A reoom- 
mendation was also made to allow an extra 
hand to be employed from October 1 to 
March 1. 

The report was referred to the electric 
light and streets committees. 

In referenoe to matters referred to him 
the City Engineer explained that the items 
of Conghlan & Mayo'a account were for 
extra work. In explanation of the account 
from Murray & Pike ($4) for excavating, 
Mr. Parr, assistant city engineer, explained 
that he had told Murray & Piko to excavate 
for a connootion whore Mr, Walkley had 
said be had placed it, though the plan 
showed a dlfforonce of twenty feet. The 
plana turned out to be right, and tho $4 waa 
for the mistake mado in direoting tho first 
excavation to be made. 

Tho report was filed. 

The council udjourued ahortly after 10 
o'clock. 



RISING IN KOREA- 

LlBiippearancfl of the Oueeu— The King and 
Tai Won Kun at the Head 
of AllHlrs. 

London, Oct. 14.— Information of 
formidable uprising in Korea, re- 
sulting in tbo disappearance and probablo 
death of the Queen and tho landing of mili- 
tary forces by tho U. S. and European 
powers has beon received at tho Japanese 
legation from tho foreign office at Toklo. The 
latest dlsputch states that a force of Russian 
marineB, forty in number, has beon landod, 
alBO U. S. marines from tho Yorktown to 
tho number of sixteen, and It is belioved a 
number of British marines. Besides theeo 
tho Japanese have a considerable force cf 
soldiers at Seoul who have beon preserving 
order. The latest indicutiona are that tho 
Tai Won Kun and tho King aro in control 
of affairs at tho Korean capital. 
Tbo King has beon tho nominal ruler, bub 
tho Queen has herotoforo boon recogniz?d ua 
tho real hoad. The infiuonoo of tho King 
and tho Tai Won Kun ia distinctly favor- 
able to tho Japanese.
